Safe crackers were unsuccessful 


in an effort to secure cash or 
other valuables from three safes 
in as many places of business in 
Franklin Grove Monday 
night. 


Their efforts were frustrated when 
a tear gas bomb on the inside of 
a safe at the Hussey Lumber Co., 
office 
exploded, 
driving 
them 


away. They left their tools scat- 
tered about the office. 


Other safes damaged were in 


the Herbst elevator and the Jacobs 
elevator offices. In each place they 
caused considerable damage but 
were unsuccessful 
in obtaining 


any cash or other valuables, ac- 
cording to Sheriff G. P. Finch, who 
with his chief deputy, Charles 
Redebaug-h conducted an investi- 
gation. 


Entered thru Windows

records. A large screw driver pre- 
sumably taken from the Herbst 
elevator was found lying on the 
floor in front of the safe at the 
Jacobs elevator, one block west, 
where a chain secured with a pad- 
lock was forced, breaking the lock. 
Nothing- was missing. 


The final visit was at the Husr 


sey Lumber Co., office where a 
knob was broken off one section 
of a safe, about 100 years old and 
formerly in use at an Amboy 
bank. Here the tear gas bomb was 
broken and the "cracksmen" aban- 
doned their efforts, leaving some 
of their tools lying on the floor. 
They completely disregarded a 
large sign which sung over the 
ancient safe which stated that 
there was no money in the safe 
or other valuables and that it con- 
tained only records.

with polio ended a cross-country trip today in an iron lung—alive 
because of her husband's deft use of a beer-can opener. 


Death rode over the Union Pacific Flyer that brought Mrs 


Shirley Palmer, 27, across the western plains yesterday. 


But her war pilot-husband was 


beside her when the electric motor 
operating the air pump of the 
portable iron lung burr.?d cut. 


Because he crouched there and 


operated the lung pump by hand 
for more than 10 hours, she enters 
Biggs Memorial hospital today for 
treatment. 


The lowly beer-can opener? 
When the handle on the lung 


pump bent under pressure of the 
marathon operation, Bob Palmer, 
31, was desperate. 


He told reporters: 
"I began to wonder what I was 


going to use'for a new handle. I 
had thf can opener handy, and it 
had a little hole through the end 
of it which slipped over fhe pin 
nicely. So, I slipped it on and used 
it as a handle."

Dear Editor: 


Most of this has already been 


said, but ia worth repatlng. That 
is, the meaning of the word 
"parity" and what it mtana to the 
farmer, labor and our whole econ- 
omy. Webaters' dictionary says 
parity means: 
The condition of 


being equal or equivalent, equality 
or par. 


Parity means equality. If the 


farmer is to get equality, it will 
have to be- guaranteed by the fed- 
eral government. The farmer has 
always been the victim on the open 
market of supply and demand. 
The speculators on the Board of 
Trade in Chicago control the price 
of grain. The meat .packers con- 
trol the price of meat and the 
produce markets do likewise. They 
can cause a boom or bust in farm 
prices by any speculation they 
choose to make. They maintain a 
monopoly on the price the farmer 
receives for his product. When the 
farmer has a big crop, they give 
him a .sniail price. When he has 
small crop and»nothing to sell, 
they offer a fair price; pinching 
the farmer either way. 


Buys At Set Price 


Everything the farmer buys has 


a fixed price. Everything he has 
to sell goes on an open market 
for what he can get. Price fixing 
whether it covers groceries, cloth- 
ing, machinery, doctors, lawyers 
gasoline, haircuts or what-nots is 
to guarantee a profit. This price 
fixing by every business, except 
the farmer, is as old as business 
itself. 
It is only good business 


they do fix their prices to insure 
a profit and a high standard of 
living. 


Labor in the last few yean has 


seen the importance of price fix- 
ing on wages. Through union fed- 
eration and co-operation, they are 
now able to ease the tension of 
their nose on the grindstone with 
hopes of a higher standard of 
living. This minimum wage law 
is one step in the right direction 
to guarantee eventual parity for 
labor in all fields. 


The farmer has never been able 


to "fix" his price. But the first 
government support of farm prices 
lifted the farmer and the nation 
out of the depression! 


The government is now ready to 


guarantee the farmer parity either 
by price support or subsidy pay- 
ment. Parity, meaning equality 
on the price to the farmer for his 
products he sells in par with the 
cost of things he has to buy. If the 
cost of tractors come down, so will 
the rarity price to the farmers. 


The farmer is the foundation of 


our country and all countries. As 
he rises or falls so does that coun- 
try in general. He is important 
as he produces the raw foods and 
fibre for the world. Any guarantee 
of parity to him will strengthen 
our whole economy—and at the 
same time guarantee a standard 
of living high enough to pay off 
our national debt and stop Com- 
munism. 


Any money that is to make up 


the cost of full parity to the farm- 
er can be kept at a minimum with 
controlled production in years of 
too large a carry over, and also 
the ever normal granary with rea- 
sonable surplus to carry us over in 
years of scarcity. 


Controlled Production

Are ABC $ on Rent Formula 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, May 3 — (AP) — 


Thif i* an ABC on the new way for 
landlords to figure their case if 
they want permission to raise 
rents. 


The government last night issued 


a formula for them. It divides 
landlords into two groups: 


1. The small one. He ban s> 


place with one to four dwell- 
ing unite. 


2. The large cue. He,ha* » 


place with more than four 
units. 
This is how the formula works 


for them: 
• 
The small landlord. He gets a 


rent increase if his net operating 
income is less than 25 per cent of 
his gross income. He'll get an in- 
crease bringing his nett operating 
income up to 30 per cent of his 
gross income. 


The large landlord. He gets an 


increase if his net operating in- 
come is less than 20 per cent of 
his gross income. He'll get an in- 
crease bringing his net operating 
income up to 25 per cent. 


What are gross income and net 


operating income? Gross income 
is his total income before ex- 
penses. Net operating income is 
simply what he has left of his 
gross income after (1) paving ex- 
penses—including taxes— and (2) 
making an allowance for depreci- 
ation on his property. For ex- 
ample: 


Here's An Example 


Jones, a small landlord, got 


$1,000 in rent 
from 
his 
four 


apartments. That's his gross in- 
come. His expenses for keeping up 
the apartments, including taxes, 
plus an allowance for depreci- 
ation, come to $800. 


The $800 was his operating ex- 


pense. Since he got $1,000 in gross 
income, he has left $200. That's 
net operating income. In other 
words: Total income, minus ex- 
penses, leaves net income. 


fNote: A small landlord will 


not be allowed more than 21 per 
cent of his gross income for de- 
preciation; a large landlord will 
not be allowed more than 16 per 
cent of his gross income for de- 
preciation.) 


Here's an example of a small 


landlord who can ask for a rent 
boost and how he figures it out: 


Take Jones again. He had $1,000 


[gross income, $800 expenses, and 
was left with a net income of $200, 
which is only 20 per cent of gross 
income. But he's entitled to a 20 
per cent net Income. What does 
he do? 


He multiplies the expense ($800) 


by 100 and divides the result (in 
this case $80,000) by 70 and gets 
$1,143. 


That $1,143 represents a rent 


increase of $143 a year over the 
$1,000 rental Jones got before. 


So now his gross income is 


$1,154, his expenses are $800, and 
his net income is $343, whereas 
it used to be $200. So that $343 
gives him a 30 per cent net income 
on his gross income of $1,143. 


A Large Landlord 


In the case of a large landlord, 


the formula goes like this: multi- 
ply the operating expense by 100 
and divide by 75 (not by 70, as in 
the case of the small landlord.) 


Note: This was pointed out that

Must File Petition 


If you're a landlord and think 


you're entitled to a rent raise 
under this formula, get a petition 
from your area rent control of- 
fice. 


If you're granted the increase, 


it starts from the date you filed 
the petition, not the date on which 
the government finally acts. Why ? 


Because petitions may pile up 


in the rent control office, wait- 
ing action. So a landlord, due to 
no fault of his own, would lose 
money unless his increase started 
from the day he filed his petition. 


A tenant must be notified of a 


proposed rent increase before the 
area rgnt office can grant it. He 
can appeal the area rent decision 
to the regional and national of- 
fices.
